plane disaster in American naval 
history—claimed its eleventh life 
today as a search was made by air 
and sea for the missing bodies of 
10 airmen. 


Rescued from the water after the 


bomber 11-P. fell in a splintering 
impact last night. J. H. Hester, ra- 
dioman first class

died aboard the hospital ship Relief 
at San Clemcnte island this morn- 
ing. 


Three of his companions were se- 


riously injured but were expected 
to recover. 


The bodies of three more of the 


ll-P-4's crew and the seven men 
in its sister 
bomber, the 
ll-P-3. 


were hunted by the United States 
fleet. Navy sources here said tin- 
officially there was no hope the 
men had survived.

California coast, collided during a 
sudden rain squall, within view of 
maneuvering surface ships. 


The ll-P-3 fell in flames.. The 11- 


P-4 smashed to pieces on the chop- 
py sea.

They were 
cruising at about 140 miles an hour, 
close above four battleships and 20 
destroyers.

representatives.

sion. The legislation provides for 
control of wheat, corn, cotton, rice 
and tobacco.

hicles were charged with 293 crash- 
es, and while state reports admit- 
tedly are incomplete on this phase, 
they also list 196 drunken drivers 
and 68 drunken pedestrians as di- 
rect causes of accidents last year. 


Outagamie county had 115 acci- 


dents in 1937 that were due 
in 


whole or part to violations of traf- 
fic regulations by drivers or pedes- 
trians, the state highway commis- 
sion reports. 


Violations at intersections, 
and 


failure to keep in the proper lane of 
traffic ran close races for being the 
type of violation that caused most 
accidents in 1937. Driving on the 
left side of the highway, weaving in 
and out of traffic, passing on curves 
and ihills accounted for 1.806 acci- 
dents last year, while failing 
to 


yield right-of-way at intersections 
and trying to pass other vehicles 
within intersections caused 1.863 ac- 
cidents. 


The right-of-way problem is one 


of simple solution—where there is 
no arterial street or highway, the 
driver approaching on the right has 
the right-of-way.

Yet violations of 
these two simple fundamentals of 
safe driving caused more accidents 
in 1937 than any other type of law 
Violation. 


Wisconsin has no speed law on

MONEY 


Though it be considered poor taste 


and rough manners to mention sectional- 
ism in the face of the President's pro- 
nouncement against it, may we not, timid- 
ly enough and with profound apologies, 
call our readers' attention to the strangle- 
hold lhat the East maintains all over the 
country, in Appleton as well as every 
other town? 


For the East, quietly and subtly, di- 


rects our local investments or largely in- 
fluences them, and always against the 
home industry, the home building, the 
home venture, and in favor of the East. 


To get a fair picture of the present 


situation it is necessary to go back a quar- 
ter century. 


Then it was that the federal reserve 


bank was created to hold a substantial 
part of the cash deposits of the banks in 
the country and by a judicious use of the 
credit thus gained thaw out banking hard- 
ships as they were created seasonally in 
. different parts of America. 


This system displaced the former nec- 


essary practice of the banks throughout 
the country keeping large reserves in New 
York Banks creating there tremendous de- 
posits which were at the disposal of East- 
ern interests for the proper and legiti- 
mate upbuilding of their extensive com- 
munities.

But the Federal Reserve Act, its splen- 


did and helpful principle and underlying 
logic, bids fair to be destroyed by rea- 
son of a practice adopted by the Comp- 
troller of the Currency. This practice af- 
fects every national bank and every state 
bank subject to the Bank Deposit Guar- 
anty Corporation, which means practical- 
ly all the banks in the country. 


Jt is of this practice we would speak. 


And it must be spoken across the country 
until it is stopped. 


National Banks and those subject to 


the BDGC arc examined twice a year or 
oftener. The examination is complete and 
painstaking as it should be. It is usually 
concluded by a. conference between the 
chief examiner and the bank's board of di- 
rectors in which various points and prac- 
tices are discussed, criticisms made and 
policies promulgated. This practice too, 
succeeding the former hurried examina- 
tions of the Golden Age, 
is valuable. 


Thereafter a complete 
and 
voluminous 


written report is sent by the Banking De- 
partment to the bank. 
Most banks re- 


quire each individual director to familiar- 
ize himself with lhat report by a personal 
reading ol It. 


In this manner banks become increas- 


ingly familiar with the policies of the 
Comptroller's office and certain rules arc 
ceaselessly dinned into the consciousness 
of officers and directors. 


One of these rules is that preference in 


loans must not only be given to the se- 
curities that are listed on great stock ex- 
changes, principally the New York Stock 
Exchange and the New York Curb Ex- 
change, but The banks should not loan 
upon local securities, the stocks or bonds 
of local Industries, 
local buildings or 


apartments, local plants and ventures, 
because it is said, there is no ready mar- 
ket for such securities. 


Here is the death knell tn the use of 


local funds for local enrichment and ad- 
vancement. 


Todr.y in America hundreds of bank 


; are going up and down the land 


venture, however good its record, how- 
ever long or sustained its profitable opera- 
ation, stands in a shadow of doubt and 
suspicion.

alism as much as it pleases his fancy. But 
he would do more to accomplish his as-

SCIENCE OF MEDICINE 


It is nol so much what the doctor 


knows as what he does that counts, 
when you really need a doctor. 


Two of the best lessons I ever 


learned came soon after I gradu- 
ated from medical school and en- 
tered upon my duties as a hospital 
interne. 
Among these duties was 


the daily dressing of various surgi- 
cal cases. The nurses were kind and 
showed me again and again how 
each different case should be dress- 
ed. 
You may imagine what gall 


and wormwood it was to me. Then 
presently came my first outside call 
—some poor family sent to the hos- 
pital for a doctor, and it was my 
turn. 
I found a child with acute 


bronchitis. In the hospital I would 
have written down an order and 
the nurses would have carried the 
order out. Here we had no nurse. So 
I was constrained to 
show 
the 


child's mother just how to prepare 
and apply a hot mustard foot bath 
and a mustard paste to the chest. 
For the latter I boiled the mustard. 
Imagine my chargrin when, I re- 
turned to the hospital and describ- 
ed my treatment. Boiling the must- 
ard is like painting the lily. The 
nurses heard my report of the case 
politely enough—only a few of them 
snickered right out. Still. I was a 
pretty smart young doctor; I had 
learned a lot about what a doctor 
ought to do, but I had yet to learn 
liow he should do it. 


That is the chief trouble with the 


medical course today. What a young 
tyro doctor doesn't know about the 
science of medicine when.they turn 
him loose from medical college is 
scarcely worth mentioning in foot- 
notes. But when it comes to the art 
of applying this vast knowledge in 
actual practice he is pathetically un- 
prepared. 


Considering the relative impor- 


ance of medical science and medi- 
cal art. the one or two years' hos- 
pital interncship which the young 
doctor generally puts in as a sort 
of apprenticeship before 
he 
en- 


vcnturcs to launch into actual pri- 
vate practice is ridiculously inade- 
quate, or else the four years of me- 
dical school study is absurdly long. 


The other day a correspondent 


wrote to thank me for having re- j 
'erred him to a doctor who extir- ] 
jatcd his tonsils with diathermy. I j 
lad already been impressed by the 
arge number of readers who had 
akcn the trouble to write to tell me 
>ow pleased they were with this 
doctor's treatment. The correspon- 
dent remarked that perhaps the 
doctor's skill was in part due to his 
raining as an artist, and he men- 
ioned some of the doctor's achieve-

Another Barkley trouble is that 


Kentucky takes its local 
politics 


with such deadly seriousness that 
the inhabitants almost forget who 
happens to represent them in the 
national congress at the moment. 
Barkley has been in national poli- 
tics for 25 years and during that 
time has had little opportunity to 
build up a personal following such 
as has Chandler, operating wholly 
in the local field. 


Furthermore, the political lead- 


ers who ordinarily support Barkley 
are a bit riled at him for assertedly 
temporizing with the Chandler or- 
ganization. This business goes back 
to 1935 when the Democratic com- 
mittee, in an attempt to' short cut 
the rising Chandler, planned 
to 


nominate Thomas Rhea for gover- 
nor by convention instead of risking 
a primary. Barkley argued against 
it. but the committee overruled him. 


Then there was a slip. Governor 


Ruby Laffoon left the state, and in 
his absence Chandler, who was lieu- 
tenant governor, called a 
special 


session of the 2 legislatures 
and 


rushed through a law making a pri- 
mary compulsory. That fall he rode 
over Rhea into the governorship.

Wet-Dry Trouble 


And on another front, Barkley has 


foes among prohibition folk, 
of 


whom there are many in Kentucky 
in spite of its fame as a whisky-dis- 
tilling state. Barkley once was the 
hero of the drys and spoke long and 
often for them. But with the advent 
of the New Deal he voted for repeal. 


Then again, in 1936, when Sena- 


tor Logan was having a hard fight 
for reelection, 
opposed by 
the 


Chandler organization, Barkley sail- 
ed for Europe, returning only after 
the primary. It soured many of Lo- 
gan's friends. 


Barkley has one superlative 
re- 


source. President Roosevelt is tre- 
mendously popular in Kentucky and 
he is all for Barkley. 
He left no 


doubt of that in the minds of many 
newsmen when ihe sent Marvin Mc- 
Intyre, his secretary, to the Barkley 
dinner as his personal representa- 
tive. Although Chandler was to 
have a luncheon just ahead of the 
Barkley dinner, the President smil- 
ingly stated that Mclntyrc probably 
would reach Louisville too late for 
that. 


Chandler Is popular, and at the 


luncheon indicated he would not 
hesitate to oppose Barkley. 
But 


many peace negotiations are in pro- 
gress. It is *bcing suggested 
to 


Chandler that, even if he is not de- 
feated in the primary he.may bring 
such a schism in the party as to per- 
mit a Republican to be elected. That 
happens, recurrently in Kentucky. 
He is young—and can wait, they tell 
Chandler: Further, Logan, holding 
no grudge, is urging his friends to 
forget the Barkley trip to Europe in 
1936 and support Barkley now. 


If Chandler runs for senator, the 


throughout campaign will be at least "colossal."

Milk may be dried up into a pow- 


der, both for animal and human 
use, with certain regulations in ef- 
fect concerning the manufacturing 
of the latter. This powder is used 
by bakeries and candy manufac- 
turers, it being packed in barrels 
and shipped to these users. Calf, 
chicken and hog feeds are also pre- 
pared 
including powdered milk. 


The skim milk, 
what was once 


widely a waste product, is now an 
industrial 
piodutt of \\ide use. 
Pratt said. 


"Milk and cream may be frozen 


•for future use," Pratt continued. "It 
keeping more or less indefinitely if 
kept in a cold place." 


An important milk 
product is 


sweetened condensed milk, which 
is made by heating skim milk to 
200 degrees and adding sugar 
The 


finished product thus contains 42 
per cent sugar and is used in baby 
foods and cooking, in addition to 
being almost the sole base of the 
manufacturers of caramels. 


Explains Grading- 


The method by which butter is 


graded was described by Pratt. A 
grade of 92 is the standard. Experts 
in butter testing evaluate the butter 
and rate it from 93 down. The best i 
butter is made from sweet cream. 
According to state regulations but- j 
ter must contain at least 80 per cent 
butterfat and no more than 16 per 
cent water. 


The impoitance of milk as a food 


was discussed by Pratt, who said 
that according to the United States 
department of Agriculture the food 
value of a glass of milk was equal 
to that of a quarter of a pound of 
lean beef, a pound and a half of 
spinach, two pounds of fish or cab- 
bage and two eggs.

to a good sized manufacturing in- 
dustry and right here in Wisconsin 
we have the biggest fly tying es- 
tablishment in the world. 


This growing popularity of flies 


and wooden wigglers bears much 
promise lor the future of angling. 
Each year, due to the increasing 
number of fishermen, our lakes and 
streams must be more heavily stock- 
ed and stocked waters are sure to 
contain large numbers 
of young 


fish. Artificial lures do very little 
hook damage to these undersized 
fish, which, when caught must be 
returned to the water. 


No fish ever swallows an artificial 


lure. When he strikes and finds 
feathered hardware in his mouth he 
lets go immediately unless the fish- 
er man has has already set the hook 
into his jaw. The result is that the 
fish is not hooked in a vital place 
and can be safely returned to the 
water. 


Swallows Live Bait 


With live bait it is a different 


story. The fish swallows the bait 
and gets hooked deep in the gullet. 
If too small to keep- he is usually 
dead when returned to the water. 
And let me say right here that the 
bait fisherman is almost entirely to 
blame for the opinion held by many 
anglers that the size'limit regula-1 
tion on fish should be abolished. 


In my opinion the remedy is not 


in abolishing the size limit regula- 
tion but rather in educating fisher- 
men to stop using live bait. This, 
of course, does not apply to those 
species of pan fish that will not hit 
on artificial lure. 


Barbed hooks should go along 


with live bait. Barbless hooks make 
the release of undersized.fish harm- 
lessly easy and if put into state- 
wide use our big fish planting pro- 
gram would be much more effec- 
tive. 


Unhappily, barbless hooks allow 


large fish to escape all too often. 
Of course, when fish become plenti- 
ful this is not so serious a matter, 
for the time being, however, sports- 
men might have to be consoled by 
the wisdom in the following lines: 


"A fish that bites and gets away 
Will live to strike another day."

West, for reasons best known to

East won, cashed a third 


heart trick, and led a fourth-round, 
which placed declarer in a highly 
embarrassing position. After long 
study he made what should have 
turned out to be a very 
happy 


guess. 
He ruffed with the spade 


jack. West, who had discarded one 
club on the third heart, overruffed 
and returned a club. Declarer won 
with the jack and cashed the king, 
discarding a diamond, and then took 
the diamond finesse to the queen. 
It held and the ace was cashed, 
East's king falling. 


Now declarer was in a position to 


bring home his two spade contract 
(which would have given us a good 
match-point score), but his foot 
slipped. 
Obviously, on the hope 


that he would find the spade ten 
underneath the queen-9, he led his 
remaining diamond and, when West 
covered, ruffed with dummy's nine 
spot. It held, but this did us little 
good, since East still had to be 
given a trump for the setting trick. 


Since declarer's play was pre- 


dicated on West's holding the spade 
ten and since, obviously, the rest 
of the tricks could not be taken if 
East had four trumps at this stage, 
it should have been the simplest 
thing in the world for declarer to 
lay down the spade ace and then 
play a low spade to the queen. If 
it developed that declarer's hope re- 
garding the ten spot was fulfilled 
the nine would draw East's last 
trump and the club queen would 
account for the eighth and fulfilling 
trick.

Should I tell his 
father? Would a visit to the jail do any good? Should I have whipped 
him? I am so upset, that I am not sure of myself and must have help. 


"He asked for five cents to get a notebook, and I gave it to him When 


I asked him if he got the book he said, 'yes.' I thought no more about it 
until a couple of days later when he asked for a writing pad that was on 
the desk. I asked him for his notebook and he said he had lost it. I got the 
truth out of him by questioning him. He spent the five cents for candy 
and got no book. I'm heartbroken." 


Don't be heart-broken, don't be frightened. This he is not the first one 


that_ has shadowed this earth, nor will it be the last. Since the beginning 
of time men have used a lie as a door to escape. Why should we be so 
frightened when a child follows the race-old pattern? All children lie 
sometimes, but only the abnormal child continues the practice.

ready for planting. 


The nee growers believe there 


are good gods who can help the 
crops grow well, and bad gods, 
or devils, who can do harm. To 
obtain the friendship of the good 
gods, and to turn aside the anger 
of the devils, they 
go thiough 


magic dances and ceremonies. The 
chief dancers are known as "devil 
dancers." 


Stepping to the music of tom- 


toms, the dancers call upon the 
devils to come and eat the roasted 
mutton and cooked rice laid out 
on mats, and then to go away and 


not harm the rice crop. So far 
as I have been able to learn, the 
devils have never eaten the food. 
Just the same, it is looked upon 
as an offering to them. It is thrown 
away after the dancing, and if the 
evils really wanted it, they could 
come and get it! 


At harvest time, the rice work- 


ers 
go to different farms for the 


"magic circle" 
ceremonies. A 


large circle is made by dropping | 
ashes on the ground. Inside this 
circle others are made, sometimes ' 
seven altogether. 


Pictures are made of 
different i 


objects, such as a plow, a pitch- 
fork, a broom, a 
flail, 
a sickle i 


and 
an outline of the Buddha's 


foot. 
In addition a conch shell 


containing 
a 
magic potion is 


placed inside the circles. One of 
the 
farmers 
then takes a sheaf 


of rice and slowly 
walks three 


times around the outermost circle. 
Then he throws "the first sheaf 
of the harvest" on the conch shell. 
As he does so. he falls on the 
ground, and bows his head as in 
prayer. 


Later hundreds of sheafs of rice 


are placed on the ground, in and 
around the circles. Tame buffaloes 
are led round and round over the 
plants, trampling out the grain. 


The rice harvest in Ceylon takes 


place during January and Febru- 
ary. On the evening of the firs 
day, the farmers and their wive; 
dance and fea^t.

getting it home. His catch was the 
center of much interest and while 
it took him an hour to catch the 
fish it took him several hours to 
get back home. He had to stop ev- 
ery three or four blocks to exhibil 
his catch.

generous 


disbursement of 
t a x p a y e r s ' 
money and faces 
now a reces- 
sion of serious 
proportions, has 
asked for 
ad- 
Lawrcncc 
vice. The busi- 


ness men of large industrial units 
have been here. This had to be off- 
set somehow by groups of small 
business. For the administration is 
politically meticulous and 
appar- 


ently cares more about the effect 
of a possible charge of discrimina- 
tion than it does about a program 
that will make business men, large 


- and small, have faith and 
confi- 


dence in that same government. 


The truth is that all the business 


conferences held thus far have been 
haphazard affairs. They give the 
impression of politics from begin 
ning to end—not partisan politics 
of course—but the striving for a 
political effect. Thus far. very lit- 
tle has come out of the conferences 
except a lot of words and good-na- 
tured 
"atmosphere." 
In a sense 


this is a problem of national psy- 
chology, and the administration has 
been 
persuaded 
to believe that 


words can cure everything and thai 
a sitting down together of business 
men 
and government for frank 


and 
sincere 
exchage of views 


would accomplish miracles. 


Problems Not New 


• The 
fact of the matter is that 


most of the problems that have 
arisen before and after the reces- 
sion are fundamentals on which 
persons even more expert than the 
business men, whether they repre- 
sent large or small corporations, 
are needed. One wonders why the 
congress of the United States takes 
such a back seat in all these go- 
ings-on. 


The average American, after all. 


has been educated to believe that 
he has a representative in Washing- 
ton — either a congressman or a 
senator. Why should a group of 
small business 
have to come to 
the national capital to engage in 
a free-for-all -without program or 
plan? Should not the members of 
congress represent small business 
as well as large, poor as well as 
rich, fortunate as well as unfor- 
tunate? 


Few things illustrate better the 


role of the present congress, its 
utter insignificance in the national 
'scene, than the concentration of 
power and authority in the execu- 
tive, as well as the general impres- 
sion which has been built up that, 
when any laws are to be made, the 
executive will in his kindness see 
that they are passed. 


How About Agents? 


There was a time when business 


men and labor and groups of all 
kinds felt that they should and 
could take up matters of all kinds 
with their agents—the representa- 
tives in congress — but the word 
seems to have been spread that, 
without presidential okeh, nothing 
can be done. 


The clamor of the small busi- 


ness man for some kind of help 
is natural. It arises out of a cha- 
otic Ker.eral situation in which the 
curve of business conditions from 
peaks of high orders to valleys of 


low orders has presented a bewild- 
ering and perplexing dilemma, es- 
pecially after the present adminis- 
tration had led millions of voters 
to believe that it was Hooverism 
or Republican error which brought 
it all about. 


The theory that the administra- 


tion in power can alter economic 
conditions and can bring prosper- 
ity and avoid depressions has been 
much more assiduously cultivated 
by the Roosevelt regime than by 
any other. Now that a second re- 
cession 
has occurcd. there is a 


tendency on the part of many peo- 
ple to blame the administration 
in power and particularly the man 
who happens to be president of 
the Unititi Status. 


Personalizinc Wrong 


This trend toward personalizing 


the depression was as wrong in 
Hoover days as it is wrong in Roo- 
sevelt days. But, for political pur- 
poses, the thesis will be as strong- 
ly urged nowadays in order to bring 
adverse votes at the polls as it was 
in the campaign of 1932. when Mr. 
Roosevelt went up and down the 
country predicting bankruptcy for 
the United States if the deficits of 
the then Hoover regime were con- 
tinued. 


Some day, the American people 


will have their fill of the insin- 
cerities of political life, the striv- 
ing for impression and effect, the 
idea that personal pride and am- 
bition are more important than 
taking it on the chin and calling 
a spade a spade when things go 
wrong even with the best of in- 
tentions. 


When administrations frankly ad- 


mit their mistakes, when there is 
in congress a greater degree of in- 
dependence and a greater respect 
for facts instead of political benefits, 
then maybe a way will be found to 
improve economic conditions and 
build 
confidence 
in the 
whole 


world of business. Until then, the 
conferences of business men, large 
and small, beneficial as they may 
be in forwarding a spirit of cooper- 
ation, stand as a monument to the 
follies of politics and unplanned 
government, for out of them has 
come neither program nor plan- 
ning.

Wealth Puzzle Pegler 


BY WESTBROOK PEGLER 


New York—Mrs. Roosevelt's book, "This Is My Story." neglects to an- 


swer an important question which is sure to occur to anyone who was 
not born to riches. Although it speaks glibly of inheritances, of Euro- 
pean journeys, of estates on Long Island and up the Hudson and on Cam- 
pobclla. and of nurses, governesses, butlers, valets and cooks, it says 
never a word about toll. Dozens, possibly as many 
as a hundred, of Rooscvelts, Delanos and other mem- 
bers of the clan are Introduced, all seeming to have 
sources of income, but the only mention that I can re- 
call of anyone's intimate involvement in the task of 
making a living as most of us work it is a reference 
to someone who "went to business." 


Now, mention of this peculiarity will be taken by 


some as a dirty dig at the president and his program, 
but that is not my purpose." As a criticism of the 
president or his works it would refute itself. 


But the president, from time to time, has given an 


impression that he heartily detests people who by 
their own skill and diligence accumulate wealth, 
starting from scratch, and that he wants to discredit 
Pegler 


that which, lor lack of a better word, may be called success. 


It is not merely that they are to be taxed. That is now thoroughly un- 


derstood and accepted, though not always with good grace. Mr. Roose- 
velt goes beyond that and seems to have a desire to rebuke those who 
rolled their own and turn popular hatred on them. They are a mixed lot, 
including some wolves and chise- 
lers, but including also a great 
many who were bound to make 
good under the rough-and-tumble 
rules which governed the game, be- 
cause they 
worked harder and 


thought faster and bigger than the 
mediocrities and loafers. The presi- 
dent appears to promote the idea 
that it is shameful to make a lot of 
money, and inasmuch as money is 
the yardstick by which success is 
measured in this primitive coun- 
try, his attitude seems to threaten 
ambition.

Shouldn't Be Scorned 


Income, like taxes, is produced by 


the sweat of those who toil, but in 
the case of the man or woman who 
sees opportunity and works hard to 
exploit it, possibly after an 
early

Her lath- 
er took part of his inheritance to go 
around the world and hunted in 
India, after which he engaged in 
business—an evil occupation these 
days. There is mention of a high 
dog-cart and of a favorite hunter, 
of many fox terriers and Bar Har- 
bor, of a house with nine master 
bedrooms and four double servants' 
rooms, and of an aunt who was 
such a poor sailor that she always 
went to bed immediately on board- 
ing the boat, indicating that ocean 
voyages were routine in the family. 


In 1908 Mr. Roosevelt went on a 
trip with his Uncle Warren Delano 
to inspect some coal mining proper- 
ty in which the family "was inter- 
ested in Harlan county, Kentucky, 
•which !has since become the most 
notorious field in the country in 
the matter of oppression, poverty 
and the exploitation of the serfs. 


The clan in its various branches 


must have enjoyed a good income 
in those days from the sweat of 
those who toiled, and Mrs. Roose- 
velt gives an impression that the 
property from which the income 
came was inherited. The president 
himself was endowed so that when 
he came of age, and married, he 
did not have to take his bride for a 
nickel car ride, and then to a home 
in a furnished room with a 
gas 


plate in the corner for light house- 
keeping. They toured Europe and 
moved into a readymade home be- 
fore he had even started to work, 
and obviously the toil of someone 
was producing the income which 
enabled them to do this. 


Now he has had all this, the lux- 


ury and pleasure and freedom from 
necessity and care, and his future 
is assured. He may have decided 
from experience that it is not all 
that up-from-under people think it 
is. 


I am not sure I get Mr. Roose- 
velt's idea. He and his lived the life 
of Riley. and largely

and his dependents live under one 
roof during the entire taxable year 
in order that the taxpayer may be 
allowed the exemption. If the com- 
mon home is maintained and the 
parent 
is away on business or a 


child is away at school or on a vis- 
it, the - exemption is allowable. 
Moreover, if a parent is obliged to 
maintain his dependent 
children 


with relatives or in a boarding 
house, while he lives 
elsewhere, 


the exemption still applies. If. how- 
ever, without necessity, 
the 
de- 


pendent makes his home else- 
where, the benefactor is not the 
head of a family. 


The same rule is applicable to 


the term "living together" in the 
case of a husband and wife. If oc- 
casionally and temporarily the hus- 
band is away on business or the 
wife on a visit, the common home 
being 
maintained, the $2,500 ex- 


emption still applies. The unavoid- 
able absence of husband or wife 
at a sanatorium does not preclude 
the exemption. But if the husband 
continuously makes his home at 
one place and the wife at another, 
they are not living together with- 
in the meaning of the revenue act.
